an 
intensive 
campaign 
for membership and while it refuses 
to divulge the number of its members, 
it claims to have them in every section 
of Great Britain. 


The avowed object of the society 
is to 
bring 
back 
the spirit of 
the 
Crusader to everyday life. 
iMeetings of the order are held be­ 
hind 
closed doors. 
On 
ceremonial 
occasions the members are dressed in 
a striking garb. 
Officers wear crim ­ 
son robes with a large white cross on 
the left 
side, and 
other 
membei-s 
adopt a 
black gown 
with 
a 
white 
surplice 
over it, on 
the 
breast of 
which is a red cross. 
Some of the emblems of the ordei 
are suggestive of a different purpose, 
however. 
In the ritual a 
sword is 
carried to symbolize “service,” spurs 
arc worn to represent “chivalry,” and 
“ loyalty” is

carrying 
banners.

"P IT Y the poor niiHhwfaire*! 
Some of their shoes are out at 
tin* teen. 
They are Hurting much dif­ 
ficulty In ma king puds meet. Those 
who are out of jobs or have had their 
wages reduced are not thp only ones 
suffering financial distress during these 
readjustment days. 
There are some who go around the 
country preaching discontent, claiming 
that most of the people are kept poor 
In order that a few men may he made 
rich or kept rich. 
Not att inconsider­ 
able number are willingly led to be­ 
lieve this doctrine and, in consequence 
make their own lives unhappy and dis­ 
turb the peace of their fellows. 
lit contradiction of this sentiment re­ 
ports from the bureau of internal rev­ 
enue in Washington, show that the so­ 
called poor are having less trouble 
than those accustomed to enjoying fat 
incomes. 
in IWN there were only HO individ­ 
uals in the United States who report­ 
ed incomes of a million dollars or more 
per year. 
For miff the income* of 
more than a million dollars totaled 
I; hut since that year—the howl­ 
ing of st reet-corner orators not wit li­ 
st a uding—there has been a marked de­ 
cline. 
Wealthy men's income returns 
for 1019—the last year for which state­ 
ments base been compiled—Included 
only ff5 of a million dollars or more. 
During 1920, due to the dropping aud 
passing of dividends resultant from the 
period of depression, indications point 
to a drop in the number having mil­ 
lion-dollar incomes even below that 
for 1914. 
And tile cud is not yet, for 
corporate incomes, from which most 
of the big individual incomes are de­ 
rived. have been shrinking so much 
that many wealthy men find them­ 
selves in a quandary as to their ulti­ 
mate outcome. 
it s a mistake to smile over others’ 
misfortunes. 
Not one should find a 
cause for rejoicing because quickly- 
made millionaires and wealthy persons 
are made miserable through falling in­ 
comes. 
But the information at hand 
regarding the difficulties the rich are 
encountering is a reason for the aver­ 
age class and the poor to consider their 
misfortunes less serious and to recog­ 
nize that there is nothing in tile radi­ 
cal discussions of the rich getting rich­ 
er and Hie jaior poorer.
